UFER AN BEMRARKMNENT.

Dsasier o8 Traln Near Gresnflald, Mass., by
Whicrh Several Lives Were Lost.

A dispatoh from Greenfield, Mass, reporta
n torrible disastar on the Fitehburg railroad
Waednosday night, midway batween Dard-
woll's Ferry and West Deerficld station, The
ensl-bound pasengor train  from North
Adams, duoat Greenfleld at 006 p, m., went
over an smbankment two hundred feet in
height. Hix bodies have already Lbeen taken
out of the ruins, but it Isnot known how
many others were killed,

The train was the Kaslern sxpross and con-
sistod of n baggnge car, & smoker, & sleoping
car, mall ear and two ordinary passenger
cam. Tho train was Noo 35 and was In
oharge of Conductor Foster, with Harbert
Littlejohin ax enginoer. The point where the
calamity occurred s the most daogerous on
the The track rans on the edge of an
embankment, two hundred above Deerfleld
river. 'The bank s steep and s covered with
buge boulders and massos of shale rock,
with which the road-bed bad been filled,
When thoe train arrived at this poiot the
track commenced to settle under it for a dis-
tance covering s entire length. The
ocoaches broke from their trucks and went
rolling over and over down the precipice.
The sugine broke from the tender, tearin
up the k for twenly feet.  Helow roll
the Deerfleld river, on the very edge of
which the curs were thrown,

Asnoon ns they struck they caught fire

One Troy & BHoston day
coach plowed into the loose rocks and was
blocked half way down the bank., The bag-
gago and mnail cars, two sleepors sl one day
vosch plunged into the river, Every sn
looked to hiwsell, With groans and shrieks,
a irightful and Indeseriminate seramble en-
sued. Thirty men and a few womnen are
believed to have escaped, wmany of them
bruised wad bleeding.
8o far as can be learned, twenty have been
soriously injured, andl soven  killed
with a score of others more or less iojured,
A wrecking train was sent from Shelburne
Falls, whiok, with a relief traln from Green.
field, did much to sileviate suftering. Large
gangs of men are searching for the dead and
missing. Thus fr but thros aré known to
hiave escuped uninjured, The accident oc-
curred without warniog. The track literally
tipped up and spilled the entire traln down
the smbankmwent, Somo of the passengers
went nto the water and narrrowly escaped
drowning.

At an al-
most Incredibly early hour all the approsclios
1o Westminster palace ware lined with large
orowds of men, mostly of the laboring class,
but including also s large sprinkling of
dapper clerks, tradesmen and shop keepers
who paused to witness the memorable scene
on their way to business. ‘There was an
unusually large force of police in and
around the buildiogs, but thero was little
for thewm to do, s the cerowd, although very
noisy and enthusiastio, was good-humored
and entirely pacific in its Intentions, The
members began to wreive on foot and in
cabs and oarringes even before o m, the
unusally early hour at which Spesker Poe!
